Situation in Worth Korea 


Choi YoDg-kaa, CojaBiander of the People's Arny, coBiBentea: : 

**P^* 8 belief that we can -In the ultimte victory by Ideological warfare 
is unsound. Jt is the kind of oplnloQ held by amteurs. It is the basis 
principle of military stretegv that whacre thf*re Is no isllitary power there la 
ho Tlotopy. to the Korean civil war. Ideolpgipal 

Warfare is only aubordlMie to the actual warfare. We asuit realise that the 
South Korean Army is oonpletely equipped with modem ams inoludlng rooket 
guns, M-l rifles, and an air foroe. In oontrast, our army le vaory poorly equlpp^. 
This fact has been amply attested by the fact that our oraok guerilla troops 
meet tragic defeat each tine they engage the South Korean Arm^ over the Parallel. 

*^ndar existing oandlticos our army Is destined to a total defeat ehonld the 
South Korean AzTsy launch an all-out offensive against us. Va fear the Amoorloaa 
troops behind the ITatlonal Amy. 

**Ih any war Ideological warfare Is only of secondary Importance. It serree 
its purpose only when accoQ5)anled by a etrong military forue. While South Korea 
has 100,000 troops, we have only 50,000 troops Including the ooustabularles. 

If we are to wage war against South Korea, we mast first train our troops sad 
we must also obtain ample military aid from the I]?33E,**

Hong l^ong-hl. Vice Premier, stated his view as follows ; 

’^hen we examine c&refhlly today's International sltuatlan, our coorso of 
aotlcn Imedlately becomes clear by Itself. In facing the problem we have no 
better course than to follov Soviet guidance. The prcblems on our hands are so 
enarmous that we cann«?t solve then by ourselves alone.
